SPEAKER BARRETT: Committee amendments on 342, Senator Wesely.

SENATOR WESELY: Thank you, N r . Sp e a ke r , and members, this bill
was brought to us by the Health and Human Services Committee.
It comes from a working group that was formed after the end o f
the last session, the Med ical A ssociation, t he Hea l t h
Department, the osteopaths of the state, to update osteopathic
law in Nebraska. O steopathsare a medical profession that has
evolved over the years to be very similar in terms of training
and preparation for practice a s p h y s i c i a n s ar e . I t i s a
different philosophy but they frequently go to the same medical
schools and h a v e t h e s ame background . The committee amendments
which are technical in nature simply clarify the refe rences i n
t he b i l l . Th e b i l l i t se l f de a l s wi t h u pd a t i n g t h e r e f e r e n ce s t o
o steopaths . Th ey will now b e referred to as osteopathic
physicians and osteopath physicians a nd surgeons , dep e n d i n g on
the circumstance. That's the sum and substance of the bill and
the committee amendments are needed to clarify some drafting
errors. I would ask for the adoption of the amendments.
